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Flowers of Buddleia of finalis (Maxim.) have been used as rice dye for 
festivals by cthnic groups in southern China since ancient time, It has been reported 
that the plant can be used for treatment of eye problem. Only the isolation of fl- 
avonoids from the plant was reported before, but what was the pigment remained unso- 
lved, From ethanol extract, we not only isolated apigenin, linarin and D-mannitol, 
but also determined that the pigment of the plant is crocin by means of spectral 
data,
